day one of the biggest crowds in the! 


history of the Senate looked on from 
the gallery, wheré spectators were 
permitted to sit in the aisles, and the 
crowd filled the doorways for the 
first time since the long treaty debate 
began. Other crowds filled the cor- 
ridors outside, many standing all 
day where they could not see into 
the chamber, but could catch a scrap 
of the proceedings now and then. In 
the throng were many high officials 
and distinguished personages. Post- 
master-General Burleson was on the 
Democratic side of the chamber most 
of the day, while Will Hays, Repub- 
lican National Committee chairman, 
conferred with Senators and watched 
the proceedings from the gallery. 

The collapse of the compromise 
negotiations which yesterday morn- 
ing had promised to point a way to 
ratification followed the definite an- 
nouncement by President Wilson 
that the reservation proposed would, 
in his opinion, nullify the treaty’s 
vital purposes. 


Expressing their resentment at 
the course adopted by the President 
and his Senate supporters, the Re- 
publican group of mild reservation- 
ists, on whom the Democrats had 
pinned their hopes of a compromise, 
stiffened their determination ‘to 
stand by the Republican program 
and bluntly told Hitchcock on the 
Senate floor that the time to talk 
compromise had passed.

Senator Spencer of Missouri said 
today regarding the defeat of the 
treaty: ‘‘After months of discussion 
a majority of the Senate definitely 
arrived at certain American  safe- 
cuarding reservations which seem to 
them absolutely essential as condi- 
tions to the ratification of the 
treaty. These reservations wer: not 
destructive in character but did pro- 
tect vital American interests. 

“Strong friends of the treaty like 
former President Taft and _ the 
League to Enforce Peace, and Presi- 
dent Lowell of Harvard University, 
all agreed that the treaty ought to 
be ratified with these rescrvations. 

“Last night, when the test came, 
there was a coalition that would 
have seemed incredible, if it had not 
actually happened, between thiose in 
the Senate, whose judgment Ied them 
to desire an absolute rejection of the 
entire treaty, and those in the Senate 
whose judgment inclined them to ac- 
cept the treaty without the slightest 
change.

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MINEARNEY QUITS 
AS PRISON DOCTOR 
AFTER QUARREL 


Florissant Physician, Follow- 
ing Dispute With Painter, 
Says Bad Supplies Are 
Furnished to Convicts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.— 
Dr. Simon McNearney of Florissant, 
St. Louis County, a member of the 
Democratic State Committee, who, a 


Gardner, yes- 
terday resigned his prison position 
after a quarrel with William R. 
Painter, chairman of the State Pris- 
on Board. 


ment to the effect that bad food and 
bad tobacco were furnished convicts 
and that they were not given suffi- 
cient time for their meals. 

Chairman R. Painter, in a state- 
ment, admitted that some shipments 
of bad food received at the prison 
were not up to a proper standard, 
but that no more of that character 
of goods had been ordered. 

He referred to Dr. McNearney as 
“a disgruntled old grandmother,” 
and said his objections amount to 
‘little. 
| While refusing to make a detailed 
\statement of penitentiary conditions, 
'Dr. McNearney said that 20,000 
'pounds of coffee, purchased from a 
St. Louis coffee company, had been 
found to consist principally of 
ground pecan. shells; that 30,000 
pounds of tobacco was moldy, and 
after being washed in alcohol, was 
supplied to the convicts. Sausage 
fed to the convicts was unfit for 
food, he said, giving off such a disa- 
greeable odor that it was almost im- 
possible for a person to remain in 
the kitchen while it was -being 
cooked. 

Friction for Several Months. 

He also said that he had found it 
almost impossible to “get along with 
Painter,” who, he said, was over- 
bearing. “Under the board the phy- 
sician is little more than a convict 
of the preferred class,’’ he said. 

Painter said there had been fric- 
tion between Dr. McNearney and the 
Prison Board for several months, due 
to the refusal of the board to ap- 
prove all of the physician’s recom- 
mendations. He said the physician's 
management of the prison hospital 
and his control of sanitary conditions 
had not been interfered with. 


Nearney,’’ Painter said, ‘‘was that he 


‘|objected to the board’s refusal to 


fcllow absolutely his recommenda- 
tion in the matter of parole of sick 
convicts. Formerly it was the cus- 
tom to release any copvict whom the 
physician reported was sick and 
probably would die in the prison. The 
board ran across a case when Dr. 
Welch was prison physician in which 
the doctor tried to impose upon the 
board, and in which he was governed 
by other considerations than the 
convict’s health. We then changed 
our method and since that time J. 
Kelly Pool and Henry Andrae, mem- 
bers of the board, have investigated 
each sick parole recommended. 

“We have refused to release some 
convicts whose parole was recom- 
mended by the physician. Dr. Mc- 
Nearney has taken the position that 
he should control absolutely in such 
cases. We have never believed that 
Dr. McNearney was other than sin- 
cere in his belief that the men he 
recommended paroled should be re- 
leased because of their physical con- 
dition, and when he has been over- 
ruled, the board has been guided by 
its investigation into the record of 
the particular convict, the length of 
his sentence and similar matters, of 
which Dr. McNearney would have 
no knowledge.”’ 

Painter Discusses Charges. 

The Dr. Welch case referred to by 
Painter resulted in the indictment of 
Dr. Welch on a charge of receiving 
money for recommending a sick pa- 
role. Dr. Welch was acquitted in 
Judge Slate’s court in Jefferson City. 

lainter said he never had re- 
ceived any complaint about the sau- 
sage, and that the coffee was a kind 
which contained a mixture of grains 
and possibly of nut shells.

A SUBSIDY FOR MINING GOLD. 
Conditions governing the production of gold re- 
produce with startling vividness the conditions gov- 
erning the production of silver a quarter of a century | 
ago and more. The statement of the problem at the. 
Mining Congress in this city and suggestion of reme- 
dies are equally reminiscent of many conferences held 
in the years prior to 1896. 

The price obtainable for gold no longer pays the 
cost of mining, except in the case of the richest, most 
easily worked deposits. Total production of gold in| 
this country has declined from $92,000,000 in 1916 to, 
$68,000,000 in 1918. Men employed in the industry | 
have decreased from 200,000 to less than 50,000. Sus-, 
pension of mining until the world’s supply of gold is | 
seriously depleted is threatened. 

Lack of a market caused the former decrease in 
the price of silver until mining costs were over- 
weighed. Similarly, a lack of a free market is making 
gold mining unremunerative. The $20.67 an ounce 
at which it is bought—and also sold—at the mints 
fixes its price, which price has been relatively cheap- 
ened by the enormous advance in the price of all 
other things, including those that figure in the 
mining cost of gold. 

If production ceases or {s much restricted, the law 
of supply and demand will, of course, force a higher 
price for gold, but it may take some time. The sug- 
gestion of Dr. A. T. Roos, superintendent of a gold 
mine at Deadwood, S. D., is that the Government pay 
a subsidy of $10 an ounce for all gold mined in Amer- 
ica. Will anything as crude be authorized? It is es- 
sentially the same scheme of artificial stimulation, 
differing somewhat in form, which the silver interests 
selfishly forced on the country with vexatious and 
actually harmful results that extended through many 
years and culminated in a great crisis. Another sug- 
gestion is that gold for use in the arts be permitted to 
establish its own price level by stopping the sale of 
bar gold at the mints and prohibiting the melting 
down of coined gold. But that would put a premium 
on the illegal use of coin in the arts and tend to de- 
plete our gold coinage as the silver coinage of France 
has lately been depleted, and for the same reason. 
Increase by international agreement of the $20.67 
paid at mints would perhaps be the best solution. By 
increasing the dollar’s value it would have the further 
advantage of bringing down all other prices.

JAILING A GREAT NATION. 


From the Detroit News. 
NE of the largest nationg of the world is 


being put into jail. There has been no war- 

rant issued, no formal charge made. But the 
accusation is that it has a government which cer- 
tain foreign statemen don’t like. The complain- 
ants are the statesmen of three European Powers. 
The policemen are the same statesmen of three 
European Powers. The judge and jury are the 
same statesmen of three Powers. And the failer 
(and executioner?) {fs the same as the judge. 

European Russia, containing more than 100,- 
600,000 people, is to be shut off from the world, 
imprisoned commercially. Every man, woman 
and child is to be subjected to the borrors of a 
blockade, until the Russians accept the allies’ 
orders and take the kind of government the allies 
want to give them. They are not to be allowed 
to communicate with the outside world. No one 
is to be allowed to visit this imprisoned people's 
cell, 
A blockade is a terrible thing—some say more 
terrible than war. Germany went through one 
during the war, and succumbed. Britain feared 
one when the submarines appeared to be suc- 
ceeding. To compute what a blockade means you 
have only to study the condition of emaciated 
Germans and Austrians. This is the process 
which civilized governments prepare to apply to 
Russians, friends and enemies alike! 
This is what financiers say of the present state 
of the people ruled by the civilized governments 
that are embarking on this crusade:—F. H. Sis- 
son, vice president of the Guaranty Trust Co., 
New York, says: “The scarcity of coal and raw 
material will have a most serious effect, partic- 
ularly in Middle Europe and Italy, this winter. 
When people are cold and hungry and idle, the 
ground lies fallow for revolution. In spots, pos- 
sibly in large areas, that may come.” 
Says Frank A. Vanderlip: “Little, if anything, 
has been done in the way of reconstruction. The 
people of France and other European countries 
are industrious, but their industries cannot start 
without raw material.” 
Yet these very people, lacking raw material, 
are called upon to support governments fn trying 
to starve a gigantic nation which begs to be al- 
lowed to sell its vast quantities of raw material 
to the world! Nations whose people are said to 
be in such distress as to be on the verge of revo- 
lution are called upon to help ja!l a friendly 
people because of their form of government!
